At about llslS AM NoTaabar 24, I963, Llentenaat Swala ordarad >a to raport 
to tha baaeaant of the City Hall to aid la tba tranafar of a prlaonar, I<aa 
EaTToy Oswald, to tha ^ounty Jail. I went to the baseaeat and reaalaed 
in the lobby In front of the Jail office when the Hoaoeide aen brought the 
prisoner dowa in the inside Jail elevator, and started out the Xaat Jail 
door that leads into the parking area. I heard the shot, and heard soaeoao 
cry that the prlaonar had been shot. I did not see the shot and waa about 
40 feet frea where the prisoner was shot. I did see the aen oarry the 
prlaonar iaalda of the jail office and also saw aoae offlcera carry a aaa 
iaalda the Jail office that was the one soaeone said that had ahot tha 
prisoner. I saw the bullet hole in the left aide of tha prisoner as he was 
laying on the floor. He appeared to be eonacloua at tha tlaa and a City 
doctor waa called and waa working on hla when the aabulance aen oaae far hia. 
I returned to the third floor for further aaalgnaeat at that tiae.
